Massacre by Hottentots.—News has been received 
from Cape Town of an extensive rising of Hottentots 
against German authority in South-West Afric The 
blacks are reported to have looted and burned Warmbad. 
and to have annihilated the gurrison there. ‘The attack 
was made in overwhelming numbers, and the Germans 
offered gallant resistance, fighting to the last. The rebels 
were careful to discriminate between the Germans and the 
English. None of the British settlers were killed or 
wounded, but all were made prisoners. Negotiations were 
at once opened for their release, Another account states 
that most of the German troops succeeded in escaping 
from Warmbad. Isolated German traders have been 
murdere.i while trekking through the colony. One family 
fled across the border to a British patrol, and thus escaped 
the vengeance of the rebels. 


Across Channel by Kite-Boat.—After several 
failures Mr. S. F. Cody succeeded in crovsing from Calais 
to Dover in his collapsible kite-boat. The voyage occu- 
pied about eleven hours. After the first mile, which was 
covered in thirty minutes, the wind increased steadily, and 
Mr. Cody experienced much trouble in keeping his direction, 
having to use his sea-anchors to arrest the progress of the 
boat. When at last he came in view of the lights on the 
English shore, Mr. Cody narrowly escaped being ran down 
by a steamer. It was a very anxious moment that I 
shall not soon forget, he afterwards declared. As the 
great vessel loomed down on me I thought nothing could 
save my boat. It was a supreme test for the tacking 
powers of my kite.“ Mr. Cody managed to escape this 
danger, and at half-past eight safely lauded at the 
Admiralty Pier, Dover.

The food to be cooked is in the second 
dish, and it is cooked by the boiling water in the 
first. Scrambled eggs made in a chafing-dish 
are delicious; but everything cooked in this way 
is said to have a better flavour than that bestowed 
by any other process.
